Chief Malcolm was born in 


Aberdeen, Scotland, and came 
to the United States in 1912. 
His aim was to find a job in 
the Fox River valley with a 
railroad repair crew, the 
same work he did hi Scotland. 
However, Alex was sidetrack- 
ed when he visited the Kimber- 
ly-Clark mill and was offered 
a position there. He took the 
job working as a repair man at 
the mill and remained there 
until he retired at the age of 
65. 


Little Equipment 


When Alex joined the fire 


department at Kimberly, the 
equipment was kept in the old 
village hall near the mill. The 
only fire fighting equipment 


the village owned was a 40- 
gallon sodium acid chemical 
extinguisher mounted on a 2- 
wheel cart Firemen had to 
pull the cart with two ropes 
slung over their shoulders. 


Alex's first action after be- 


ing appointed chief in 1921 was 
to go to the village board and 
request a truck chassis for 
mounting the 40-gallon extin- 
guisher. Instead, the village 
got a 200-gallon pumper truck 
and the 40-gallon tank on its 
cart was pulled behind the 
pumper. 


The chief was persistent in 


his effort to get a chassis for 
the extinguisher but the board 
was firm in its stand against 
it. Alex recalls that the tide 
turned in his favor one day 
when a call came in for the 
department to assist in a barn 
fire at Combined Locks. Vil- 
lage President Jose'ph Doer- 
fler always rode on the back 
of the pumper to a fire and 
on this occasion he was help- 
ing to hold on to the 40-gallon 
tank being pulled behind.

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Controlling Labor Hoodlums 


Testimony before tht McClellan com- 


mittee has revealed conditions among some 
labor unions in some cities that have 
shocked the nation. The public now knows 
what a few students of the labor movement 
have known for a long time — that racke- 
teers and hoodlums have taken over a 
number of union locals in various parts 
of the country and have used them to 
browbeat, blackmail and txtort money 
from both working people and employers. 


It is interesting that most of this labor 


gangsterism apparently is concentrated in 
a relatively few large cities; Detroit, Chi- 
cago, Minneapolis, St. Louis, New York and 
Philadelphia are among those that have 
been mentioned most often. In some cases 
the virus has spread to smaller cities 
nearby; for example, recent testimony 
regarding conditions in Flint, Mich., indi- 
cates that that medium-sized community 
has fallen under the terror imposed by the 
Kierdorf Teamsters leadership in nearby 
Detroit 


In fairness to organized labor as t 


whole we should constantly remind our- 
selves 
that these 
hoodlum-dominated 


locals represent only a very small percent- 
age of the country's unions. Many cities 
apparently have escaped all or most of 
this kind of influence. It is interesting to 
note that these include such cities as Cin- 
cinnati and Milwaukee which have often 
been called the best-governed larger cities 
in America. 


There is a point here, we think, which 


bears remembering by all of us as we read 
and hear of the terrible things that are 
being done in the name of labor in certain 
parts of the country. It is that the primary 
responsibility for combating these evil 
influences in our economic and civic life 
lies with local government. The fact that 
the publicity about these matters has come 
out of a congressional committee has per- 
haps caused too many of us to focus our 
thinking—in this as in so many matters— 
on Washington. But the fact is that the 
operations of people like Kierdorf can and 
should be smashed by law enforcement 
authorities at the local level. 


In almost every case of labor hood- 


lumism that has been investigated some- 
one, sooner or later, says something like 
this: "We didn't dare call the police. We 
know that they are afraid of these people, 
and couldn't help us." Or, "We called the 
police (or district attorney's office) but 
they told us they couldn't interfere in a 
labor dispute." 


Here, we think, is the key to the in- 


vasion of the labor movement in recent 
years by gangster elements. Here is the 
bitterly ironic result of the long battle by 


honest and well-meaning labor leaders to 
keep the police and courts out of labor 
disputes (on the theory that they usually 
come in on the side of the employer). Any 


• area of human activity that, through law 


or custom, is made immune ta normal 
enforcement of the laws becomes an open 
and obvious target for gangsters. Law 
enforcement authorities, especially in large 
cities, have a difficult enough time com- 
bating those who use bribes and terror to 
discourage them from doing their duty, 
without having the added hazard of being 
accused of "interfering in a labor dispute." 


While federal legislation, such as was 


proposed in the Kennedy-Ives bill can 
help, it can never be a substitute for stern 
enforcement of the laws at the local level. 
Gangsterism, whether in the labor move- 
ment or elsewhere, can flourish only where 
the police, district attorneys and the courts 
are not doing their duty. The people of 
cities like Detroit and Chicago who now 
realize that they are being victimized by 
these criminals really have only themselves 
to blame; it is their failure to vote into 
office men who will enforce the laws with- 
out fear or favor that has brought about 
these conditions. 


• 
This is just one more example of why, 


in this era in which people are living in 
ever greater urban concentrations, we must 
pay much more attention to local govern- 
ment — city, county and state. To bring 
ourselves up short a little, let us consider 
what probably would happen were the Fox 
- Cities to be invaded by these labor hood- 


lums. (Thank goodness, this has not hap- 
pened; our union leadership here seems 
to be honest and wholesome. We have 
heard some rumors about petty graft, but 
have seen no convincing evidence to sub- 
stantiate them.) How would we meet such 
an invasion? With a district attorney who 
is paid far less than even a mediocre 
lawyer can make in private practice, and 
thus is almost sure to be a boy just a 
few years out of law school. With a sheriff 
whose principal qualification for office is 
a knack of succeeding in local politics 
(whoever might hold the office at the 
time). With courts that are largely inex- 
perienced in such matters. Let us not be 
smug about these things. 


It is time for the people in communi- 


ties that have been infested by labor hood- 
lums, and thus shamed before the nation, 
to stop looking to Washington for help and 
instead to pay more attention to the way 
their local governments are organized and 
operated, and the kind of men they elect 
to govern them. It should not take much 
citizen outrage to start a campaign of local 
law enforcement that would soon drive the 
gangsters back into their holes. 


Efforts to Improve the Courts 


If there is something wrong with our 


courts there should be no surprise over 
that for the courts deal with justice and 
perfect justice is an ideal seldom attained. 
Thus when we hear complaints about the 
courts it is a perfectly normal condition. It 
is in fact a desirable thing for without such 
criticism there would be little progress to- 
ward the attainment of justice. 


During the recent session of congress 


there was severe criticism of the United 
States Supreme court, and legislation to 
impose limits on the jurisdiction of the 
court was seriously considered although 
it failed in the end. Later the conference 
of Chief Justices representing all of the 
states approved a resolution asking the su- 
preme court to exercise judicial restraint 
in differentiating between constitutional 
rights and powers on the one hand and 
local self government on the other. The 
resolution went on to say that recent de- 
cisions of the court have raised doubts 
about our claim to a government of laws 
and not of men. 


At the American Bar association's con- 


vention in Los Angeles, Chief Justice Earl 
Warren declared that unjustifiable court 
delays were compromising the basic legal 
rights of thousands of Americans. 


He called upon the Bar to make the im- 


provement of justice the great central 
cause of the profession. For he said the 
realization of legal remedies is slow for 
many people, and to the extent that this is 
true there is created a disrespect for law 
"at a time when everyone should be con- 
tinually conscious of the fundamental prin- 
ciple that it is primarily the Jaw and its 
adequate enforcement which makes lib- 
berty possible." 


Here in Wisconsin the imperfection of 


the court system has been recognized and 
a continuing effort is being made to find 
some acceptable remedies. Two years ago 
a proposal for the reorganization of the 
slate courts was developed after months 
of study by a committee set up by the 
legislature. 


The proposal failed of adoption but a 


new plan is being prepared by a judicial 
council committee for consideration by the 
legislature next January. The need for 
court reform is no less in Wisconsin than 
elsewhere. Chief Justice Albert Couway of 
the New York Court of Appeals hu 


charged that the judicial establishment in 
many parts of the country has become ob- 
solete and archaic. He told his colleagues in 
the conference of chief justices that they, 
who know best the shortcomings of the 
judicial systems, "are suspect as opponents 
of progress and exponents of maintaining 
the status quo."

consin Supreme Court has increased the 
interest in court reorganization by ad- 
dresses he is making about the state. He 
says the Wisconsin courts are just a hodge- 
podge with no system. They are more ex- 
pensive than they need to be for they 
waste judicial manpower. Some judges are 
overworked and others do not have enough 
to do. 


The greatest fault is the lack of an ad- 


ministrative head. Justice Hallows says, al- 
though he has other important criticisms 
of the Wisconsin judicial setup also. He 
points out that half of the 44 municipal 
judges and a fourth of the 72 county judges 
serve only part time. The remainder of the 
time they practice law with lawyers who 
have been or will be trying cases before 
them. Seven of these judges receive all of 
their compensation from fees and 23 of 
them receive part of their pay from fees. 
There are about 1,100 justices of the peace 
in the state and less than 10 per cent of 
them are lawyers. 


But even if a way is found to end the 


practice of part time judges and the com- 
pensation of judges by fees, and if persons 
acting in a judicial capacity are required 
by law to be lawyers, there will still be the 
problem of the efficient operation of the 
courts. 


Justice Hallows suggests that efficiency 


should be sought through the employment 
of an administrative head for the court 
system. In some states this official func- 
tions as an assistant to the chief justice 
of the state supreme court. He keeps track 
of the cases handled by each judge, the 
number of cases decided each month, and 
is thus able to shift the work from the over 
burdened judge to one with less to do. 


As with all such suggestions, it is certain 


that there will be many objections to it. 
However there is ample evidence that the 
administration of justice across the land is 
failing in many respects. Perhaps the most 
important cause of complaint is delay.
